Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record discloses a food processor comprising a housing with a 
housing wall and in which base unit a motor is housed and which base unit comprises a 
shaft configuration rising from the housing wall and comprising a drive shaft drivable by 
means of the motor and led through the housing wall; a work container comprising a 
bottom wall and a hollow cylindrical extension partially surrounding the shaft 
configuration; and a cover for the work container. However, the prior art of record does

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not disclose or render obvious all of the details of the limitations of independent claim 
and, in particular, a food processor comprising a first retaining member adjustably held 
on the cover and adjustable between a retaining position and a release position and a 
second retaining member provided on the base unit; adjusting means for adjusting the 
first retaining member adjustably held on the cover; wherein the first retaining member 
adjustably held on the cover is arranged in the region of the inside of the cover; and 
wherein the second retaining member is provided on the base unit by means of the 
shaft configuration. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. They include Pavlovic et al. (US 2003/0070564), Unteregger (US 
6,986,476), Starr (US 6,971,597), and Starr et al. (US 6,814,323).
